Bill to Amend Land Act 

The following is, tho text of a Bill In- 
troduced by Hon. R. F. Green, chief 
commissioner intituled An Act to amend 
the Land Act. 

His Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the legislative assembly 
of the Province of British Columbia, 
enacts as follows: 

1. This Act may bo cited as the' 
Land Act Amendment Act, 1900. 

2. .Section 2 of chapter 113 of the 
revised statutes, 1897, being the Land 
Act, is hereby amended by striking out 
all the words in the nineteenth and twen- 
tieth lines of tho said section, and by 
substituting therefor the following: 

Crown Lands shall moan and include 
such uilgranted Crown or public lands 
or Grown domain as are within and be- 
long to his majesty in right of the Prov- 
ince of British Columbia, and whether 
or not any waters flow over or cover 
tho same. 

3. Section of the Lund Ac! is here- 
by repealed and < the following section 
is substituted therefor: 

Pre-omption of Crown Lands 

fi. Except as hereinafter appears, any 
person being the head of a family, a 
widow, or single man over the age of 
eighteen years, and being a British sub- 
ject, or any alien, upon his making a 
declaration of his intention to become 
a British subject before a commission- 
er, notary public, justice of tho peace, 
or other officer appointed therefor, which 
declaration shall bo in the Form No. 1 
in the schedule of this Act, and upon 
his filing the same with the commission- 
er, may for agricultural purposes record 
any tract of unoccupied and unreserved 
Crown Lands (not being an Indian set- 
tlement) not exceeding one hundred and 
sixty acres in extent: Provided, that 
such right shall only extend to lands 
bona tide taken up for agricultural pur- 
poses, and shall not be held to extend 
to any of the aborigines of this : on- 
tlnent, except to such as shall have ob- 
tained permission in writing to so re- 
cord by n special order of the lieuten- 
ant-governor in council: Provided also, 
that such right shall not extend to the 
foreshore, tidal lands, the bed of tin 
sea, or lands covered by any navigable 
water. 

4. Section 9 of the Land Act is here- 
by repealed and the following substi- 
tuted therefor: 

9. Every piece of such unoccupied, 
unsurveyed, and unreserved land as 
aforesaid, sought to be pre-empted un- 
der tho porvisions of this Act, shall, save 
as hereinafter is provided, .be of rectan- 
gular or square shape, and one hundred 
anil sixty acres shall either measure for- 
ty chains by forty chains (equal to eight 
hundred and eighty yards by eight hun- 
dred and eighty yards), or twenty chains 
by eighty chains (equal to four hundred 
aiid forty yards by seventeen hundred 
and sixty yards.) Eighty acres shall 
measure twenty chains by forty chains, 
and forty acres shall measure twenty 
chains by twenty chains. All lines 
shall bo run true north add south, and 
true east and west. 

5. Section 29 Of the Land Act, as 
amended by section 2 of chapter 38, of 
tho statute's of 1899, is hereby amended 
by adding thereto the following words: 

And the chief commissioner may can- 
cel any such record when it shall bo 
shown to his satisfaction that the same 
has boon obtained for other than agri- 
cultural purposes. 

(i. Sub-section (1) of section 30 of the 
Land Act, as enacted by section 4 of 
chapter 30 of the statutes of J 001; is 
hereby amended by inserting after the 
word shall, in the eighth line thereof, 
tho words "forthwith after such stak 
ing." 

7, There is hereby inserted, after 
sub-section (II of section 30 of the Land 
Act, as enacted as aforesaid, the fol- 
lowing sub-sections: 

(la.) There shall not bo granted under 
tho provisions of this section any fore- 
shore binds, tidal lands*, the bed of the 
sea, or lands covered by any navigable 
water:

ENGULFED IN ONE HUGE 



Men Women and Children Huddled on After Deck of 
Valencia Go Down to Death With Final Col- 
lapse of the ill -Fated Steamship. 



HEN the wrecked steamer Val- 
encia broke up at noon on 
Wednesday, on tho rocks at 
Klanaway point, three eye- 
witnesses stood on a cliff within fifteen 
yards and watched from 40 to 50 per- 
sons, .both anen and women, who were 
clinging to the rigging, some lashed, 
HWfcpt to death in one great engulfing 
wave. 

Lineman Logan, wdio in company with 
J. Martin, also of Clo-ouse and Phil 
Daykin, son of the light-keeper of Car. 
manah point, went to the wreck by the 
land trail on Tuesday afternoon soon 
after Lightkoeper T. Paterson reported 
the shipwreck after the survivors of the 
boatswain's boat had struggled in over 
the rocks to his station, telegraphed to- 
day to Cape Beale that they had seen 
the awful sight of every soul on hoard 
the wreck being swept to death with- 
out being able to do anything to save 
tit em, 

The party, with ropes and supplies 
fastened to their backs, struggled over 
the-' arduous trails by night, suffering 
severely but over pressing on with hope 
of rendering assistance, and arrived at 
the wreck on Wednesday morning. 
Huddled in Deckhouses and Rigging 

On reaching the top of a bluff Mm 
wreck was seen below, partially sub- 
merged and only fifteen yards from tho 
face of the bluff. Below them huddled 
in the still remaining deckhouses, only 
a portion of which were above the 
heavily-rolling sea, which then swept 
with great force over the wreck and 
broke against the cliff, were? huddled 
many survivors, and plainly they saw 
the people clinging to the rigging. 

It was an awful awakening to those 
clinging in the rigging when they found 
the would-be rescuers were unable to 
aid them. When tho party first showed 
themselves o:: tho top of the cliff the 
passengers began to cheer wildly. They 
thought rescue was at hand. Then the 
realization soon came that assistance 
could not reach them. The men ashore 
wore unable to do anything. 

Some shrieked, the sound being heard 
faintly through the noise of the storm 
and roaring of the breaking surf at the 
face of the cliff. 

Meanwhile the men ashore watched 
them, their hearts torn because of their 
inability to do anything to save those 
who were soon to perish. The end came 
at 12 o'clock, and then one huge roller 
swept in and crushed everything to 
pieces. 

Searching for Bodies 

When tho ebb came only the stump of 
a mast ami some spars were seen above 
water, and the debris was scattered for 
some distance. It scattered quickly, 
ami the waves carried away the llotsam 
bodies and all. Tho men who had seen 
such a horrible sight began to patrol 
the shore line, and by noon yesterday 
they had recovered nine bodies. Four 
were picked up yesterday morning. When 
they telegraphed their tale to Cape 
Beale the shore was being littered for 
five miles with casks of liquors, and 
broken carjro of all kinds. They were 
continuing the work of searching for 
bodies when the last news was tele- 
graphed from them yesterday afternoon. 

SURVIVORS INTERVIEWED. 

Colonist Correspondent Meets Nine 
Shipwrecked Men on Trail. 

(By J. W. Lorlmer, Staff Correspondent 
of The Colonist). 
Bamfleld, Jan. 2fi— (8:35 p. nr.)— The 
Valencia was being navigated by dead 
reckoning in a thick fog and with rain, 
when she struck. After G p. m, Mon- 
day noundlnga were taken at intervals, 
tho first soundings showing 1!>0 fath- 
oms of water and the last, one, a few 
moments before she struck, 30 fath- 
oms. 

The Valencia struck the rocks on 
Monday night, 14 miles east of Capo 
Beale, nnd the officers thought they 
were somewhere in the vicinity of 
Flattery. 

An immediate panic took place 
amongst tho olllcors and crew, nnd 
there seemed to be no discipline among 
them. Tho stewards worked with the 
utmost coolness and got the passoire» 
gers on deck, who likewise acted with 
the utmost coolness. Lifeboat No. 2 
was lowered first, on the starboard 
side The boat, which had 15 people 
in It, kept alloat until It struck tho 
breakers among the rocks, then cap- 

B ' i Soven Men Managed to Get Ashore 

by clinging to the floating oars and 
nieces of wreckage, and were saved. 
Lifeboat No. 5 was the second one 
launched. It contained about eight 
neople after being launched, and was 
immediately struck by a breaker and 
cunsized. A moment later a second 
wave struck tho boat and righted It. 
A woman and baby remained in the 
boat. Messrs. Bunker nnd Richley 
managed to get back Into tho -boat, 
and then a. second wavo struck it and 
drove It towards the beach, where It 
struck a rock, overturning on Its side 
amd throwing out tho occupants. 



Bunker and Richley wore washed 
ashore and saved. 

These nine survivors lay on the 
rocks until daylight and then climbed 
the bluff and followed the telegraph 
wire through tho bush to Darling 
Creek, where they found a lineman's 
hut and telephone, with which they 
advised Cape Beale of the disaster. 
They w-ore knocked about and bruised 
a good deal, one man having his ankle 
sprained and one boy had a crushed 
finger. They found a few mouldy 
buns and lived on these cm Tuesday 
and Wednesday, when a few provi- 
sions were brought to them from 
Bamfleld cable station by a party of 
telegraphers.

Turtle and Turret Islands, on which 
the survivors of the second raft from 
tho steamer Valencia landed and 
were found by Indians, are small 
Islands ot the Broken group, which lie 
in the middle of Barkley Sound, divid- 
ing Middle Channel from the Western 
Channel, and He 15 miles as the crow 
flies from Cape Beale, nnd over 20 
miles from the scene of the wreck. 
They are small isles but thickly wood- 
ed and have tew inhabitants, all In- 
dians. The entire group covers a 
space of but six 'miles long and four 
miles wide, the largest isle being a 
mile square In extent. There should 
be little difficulty In locating Frank, 
the missing waiter, who was lost in 
tho bush on Turret Island. 

Toquart, where tin; survivors were 
taken, together with the two bodies 
found on the rocks, is a sheltered har- 
bor In the northwest corner of Barkley 
Sound.

1'p to the present five 
bodies have been recovered, three of 
men and one of a girl, and one of a 
boy, The ship lias completely broken 
up and wreckage is to be seen strewed 
along the shore for miles." 



WILL TAKE CHARGE. 

Dr. G. L. Milne Will Receive BodieG of 
Wreck Victims. 

Dr. G. L. Milne, immigration officer, 
will take charge of the bodies of vic- 
tims when they are brought to Vic- 
toria, as they come within the provi- 
sions of the Immigration Act similarly 
as doos a man dying on board a Vessel 
en route to port. After any personal 
effects found on the victims are col- 
lected and turned over to the collector 
of customs, to bo held for relatives,! 
and Identification carried out. If 'pos- 
sible, the bodies will be turned over to 
the agents of the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship Company, who wdll be held re- 
sponsible for disposition of them. 

The coroner. Or. Hart, is on board 
the steamer Salvor, and two land 
parlies — one composed of members of 
the cable station staff and the other 
headed by Lineman Logan and Light- 
keeper Daykin of Cln-oose and Cnr- 
manah — have boon organized to search 
for bodies. The Salvor is expected to 
come to Victoria tomorrow, bringing 
all that have been recovered until 
then, and the date of a coroner's In- 
quest will not be decided until the 
arrival of the coroner.

1 think 
great use of wjreless telegraphy might 
be made in this connection, the diffi- 
culty of maintaining land lines being 
very great, the land lines breaking in 
winter weather. (The direct line was 
down at the time of the wreck). In 
addition a powerful tug should bo sta- 
tioned In Barkley Sound, say at Bam- 
fleld, with life-saving appliances. Per- 
haps two tugs would be needed for 
the efficient protection of the coast, 
but certainly one Is necessary. The 
tug should be equipped with wireless 
telegraphy and would be always 
within communication. Steps should 
be taken that the coast may be 
patrolled as thoroughly as possible. 
This is a very difficult matter and can 
never be wholly accomplished, but 
something can lie done." 

Mr. Sloan said further the arrange- 
ment for the Salvor, which Is given a 
government subsidy, is excellent as 
tar as it goes, but life-saving is not 
her object, although her owners. 
Messrs. Bullen, may be counted upon 
to use her for that object to the ut- 
most extent; What is required Is an 
establishment designed for life-saving.

A Father Tells of Struggle to Save Wife and Two 
Children In Battered Lifeboat Amid Breakers 
on the Night of the Valencia's Wreck.

Bamfiold, Jnn.'20.— As far as known 
all the survivors of. the wreck are now 
cared for. The nine first reported were 
'brought in today by the rescue party 
from the Salyor accompanied by Messrs.

PREFER VICTORIA. 

During tlie past few weeks a number 
of people from Manitoba have come to 
.Victoria to reside. Krom every group of 
visitors there are always a few who 
make a resolution to ret urn here as soon 
as circumstances will permit in order 
that they may spend the autumn of their 
days in an equable, ami .salubrious cli- 
mate and amid picturesque surround- 
ings. Some prefer to live in Vancouver 
amid the bustle of an industrial city, 
induced lry the hope of speculation in 
real property, but as a rule that is not 
Hie object of our Manitoba friends. They 
wfeh to invest in homes and in this city 
they can always buy with the certain- 
ty of being able to sell again,, if neces- 
sary, without loss. Victoria realty is at 
present prices a good investment 
and this fact is recognized by the astute, 
people from the prairies. The new year 
has opened well in the real estate busi- 
ness and the-ro is every prospect of a 
general move upward. The fact that 
the removal of the fleet from Esquimalt 
was not more severely felt by the city 
shows, that there is a permanency and 
stability about Victoria apart from the 
adventitious, though advantageous, aid 
of u busy naval station, which, by the 
way, there is a probability of Esquimalt 
becoming again some time. 



the attendant circumstances, muke about 
the same time ami that tho ferry pre- 
sented some special feature of attract- 
iveness from a tourist point of view. AVe 
cannot help feeling that such a use of 
the letter in question and the position of 
the Colonist, by the News-Advertiser, is 
unfair and sectional., 

It is to bo assumed that the transcon- 
tinental railways heading for the north- 
ern interior of British Columbia will 
want, besides direct Pacific termini, 
more southern outlets for traffic in the 
existing cities of Vancouver and Vic- 
toria. They will want to go whore busi- 
ness -waits them. Whether they will 
build independent Hues, or use some 
other line from the south to the north 
is a matter of detail. Assuming that 
they will run trains to Hurra rd Inlet, 
of wJiicb our neighbors on the Mainland 
.are 'Confident, they will also want to 
reach Victoria. This can be done by a 
line to Bute inlet, utilizing a ferry to 
cross the straits to connect with tin; ex- 
tended line of the B. & X. and thus se- 
cure an entrance into Victoria. This 
city, handicapped as it has been by ids 
insular position in the past, can then 
enjoy the advantages of being the ter- 
minus or a tranncontipftiital railway and 
have direct connection -with the country 
east, of the 'Rocky Mountains, and com- 
pete with Vancouver on equal terms. 
This is a legitimate ambition, and if it 
can be accomplished without flying in 
the face of nature, as it evidently can 
he, we are entitled, and the Island ot 
Vancouver is entitled, to use every elTort 
in its power to bring it about. It is not 
an ambition conceived in hostility to 
Vancouver, and the inhabitants of that 
city in juslice to Victoria and the Island 
of Vancouver have no warrant to op- 
pose it. With three transcontinental 
lilies of railway converging to this region 
there |is surely room for more than one 
large city, nor is it in the interest, of the 
province that all its eggs should be in 
one basket. 

As to a bridge across Seymour Xar- 
j rows, it will become a reality as soon as 
traffic justifies it, the same as any other 
large undertaking on the part of a rail- 
way company. Expense is only a rela- 
tive matter, otherwise there would be no 
underground railways or tunnels. 



LIFE SAVING AT SEA. 

As recent events have demonstrated, 
(be saving of life at sea is a matter of 
great concern, and should have all pos- 
sible consideration. Our attention has 
been called to an article which appeared 
in the Strand of March, 1004, dealing 
with some inventions for which is claim- 
ed great merit. On account of the in- 
terest which is felt in the subject the 
article in question has been reproduced 
in this issue in the hope that some ma- 
terial .benefits in the public behalf may 
accrue. There are illustrations accom- 
panying the article which lend addition- 
al interest, and clearly set forth the na- 
ture of the devices described in the let- 
terpress. The first of the inventions re- 
ferred to in the Strand, the Carley lift- 
float, is one which might: be employed 
with great advantage. With a sufficient 
number of these appliances on board tho 
Valencia, it is easily imaginable that 
every person on board might have had a 
good living chance to have escaped, al- 
though, of course, we must presuppose a 
good deal of human endurance to have 
withstood tho rigors of/ the sea until 
assistance was at hand, but we presume 
that the craft would with oars or sails 
he callable of being propelled slowly to 
some harbor of refuge. There is also a 
description of a collapsible boat, known 
as the "•Englehardt Collapsible Boat," 
which, if equal to the claims put for- 
ward for it would be of groat service in 
such a perilous situation as confronted 
the passengers of the Valencia. 

Our object in' calling atention to the 
matter is the hope that a thorough in- 
vestigation of the requirements of this 
coast will be made by the Dominion gov- 
ernment and that in connection with 
other suggestions that have been made, 
these appliances will have careful con- 
sideration. Anything calculated to save 
life and suffering should he well weighed. 



BRIDGING SEYMOUR NARROWS. 

Elsewhere we print an extract from 
the News-Advertiser, which is ingeni- 
ously misleading as to the attitude taken 
by the Colonist with reference to a 
subject which lias had considerable local 
attention paid lo it. It is true that the 
letter published by "Homer II ill on" and 
the editorial comments in this paper 
wore not favorable to the scheme of 
building a bridge over Seymour Nar- 
rows, from a business point: of view for 
tho immediate present. That is to say, 
the cost was too great to warrant either 
the Dominion government or a railway 
corporation undertaking it as part of a 
scheme of transportation. The News- 
Advertiser, however, carefully omits all 
reference to the alternative proposition 
of a ferry, which our correspondent did 
suggest a« entirely feasible and com- 
paratively inexpensive. It was shown

NEWS GATHERING. 

The deplorable accident of the Va- 
lencia has brought into prominence the 
system of uews'gathering by the several 
agencies and prominent newspapers 
throughout this continent. In an acci- 
dent such as the wrecking of a large ves- 
sel or a railway train there are generally 
relatives and friends of the victims scat- 
tered all over the United States and 
Canada. Besides these, tho general pub- 
lic are vitally interested in anything 
which has to do with the safety of the 
public either on land or sea. The only 
channels through which those people can 
obtain their news is from the newspapers 
published in the great centres. 

The papers obtain the news partly 
from agencies such as the Associated 
Press, but all the larger papers have 
their own special correspondents iu every 
town and city in the country. These 
special men make it their business to 
look after the interests of the paper for 
which they correspond and in case of 
necessity appoint subordinates to help 
them with their work. 

Many of those special men. in fact tho 
bulk of them, are attached to one of tho 
local papers. These men are preferable 
to any other as they generally get bold 
of the news first. One can imagine then 
what a rush there is when any great 
news story comes along such as that now 
in our own neighbourhood. There is a 
local demand for all the news ami be- 
sides this, telegrams are pouring in from 
all parts or the country asking for the 
latest details from their special men. At 
such a time it is quite a common occur- 
rence for a correspondent to work all 
night and then after breakfast go to bis 
regular work as usual. 

The persistence of reporters is often 
looked upon with a good deal of dis- 
favor and they are often thought to be 
quite callous to suffering but it must be 
remembered that behind them stand the 
great mass of the general public clam- 
oring for every latest particular with 
more persistence than the most importu- 
nate journalist. In order to satisfy this 
demand tho reporter undergoes hard- 
ships, abuse, and is often in imminent 
peril of his life, and all he asks iu return 
is that be shall be allowed to make a 
scoop; that is, get bis story in ahead of 
the other fellow in order that bis paper 
may receive tho credit. 



DEWDNEY MUNICIPALITY. 

Under ordinary circumstances we 
would say that it was a very bad prece- 
dent to set for tho province to become 
good for the debts of a municipality. 
There is. however, an exceptional situa- 
tion in Dewdney. In the first place it 
was brought into existence as the result 
of a land boom, and the municipality cre- 
ated should never have been allowed to 
be incorporated. One of (he first acts 
of the municipality was to borrow 
money for tho purpose of constructing 
a dyke at a considerable cost. It had 
no sooner been built than it was swept 
away by tho Hood. Times wore bad. the 
fanning industry lagged, and many of 
the settlers abandoned their places. 
Dewdney municipality is not nearly so 
favorably situated for farming as other 
municipalities in Mie Fraser Valley, and 
the comparatively few settlers there are 
'are unable to hear the burden of the 
whole of the debt that was rashly incur- 
red. To collect by distraint would mean 
selling up the whole community, whose 
individual resources are limited. AVo do 
not think the province at large would 
care to see such extreme measures tak- 
en. Tho government proposes to as- 
sume $10,000 of the debt and collect the 
remainder by a special ta::. Tho mun- 
cipality cannot be disincorporated so 
long as the debt stands against it, and 
it is now proposed to clear up a very 
bud muddle for which the present ad- 



ministration is not responsible, and no 
one else in particular. It is an un- 
fortunate situation but it cannot be 
helped. It will furnish a lesson for the 
future, and prevent tho formation of 
municipalities prematurely or without 
the visible moans of self-maintenance. 

There is in theory an analogy between 
selling land for taxes and the creditors 
of a municipality placing it in possession 
of the sheriff, but in effect it is quite 
different. In the latter case the reputa- 
tion and credit of the province is af- 
fected. In other words, one affects pri- 
vate credit only, and the other affects 
the public credit. What tho province is 
doing now is frequently done in the 
financial' world. Financial firms, or 
banks, often go to the rescue of a linn 
or bank that is in difficulties, 
not out of considerations of generosity, 
hut to steady the market and sustain 
credit. It is good business at times to 
do this, and it would be poor business in 
the interests of municipal credit to al- 
low a municipality to default and have 
the fact advertised in the money centres. 



Following immediately upon Mr. Sam- 
uel Spencer's discussion in the January 
Century of "Railway Kates and Indus- 
trial Progress" from the point of view 
of the railroads, the February Century 
offers a discussion of the same subject 
from the point of view of those who 
favor the extension of government con- 
trol over railway rates, by one intimate- 
ly familiar witli the President's attitude. 
Charles A. Prouty, member of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. It is Mr. 
Prouty's contention that the only way 
to regulate the railway rate is by laying 
hold oa the rate itself, anil that some 
administrative body must be clothed 
with the power to determine and pre- 
scribe for the future — all parties recog- 
nizing existing conditions and joining 
witli the President to provide a tribunal 
which can anil will do justice between 
all parties. "If the Interstate Gom- 
merce Commission is not such a body," 
Mr. Prouty says, "let: us have one that

The policy indicated by this proposal to 
bridge Seymour Narrows Ignores entirely 
the trend of modem economic transporta- 
tion. Water carriage Is much cheaper 
than transportation by land, and since 
there are good harbors on the coast of 
the .Mainland, railway managers will not 
be likely to transfer cargoes from steam- 
ships to railway cars at any point on the 
Island, even were there no Immense ex- 
penditure like that at Seymour .Narrows to 
be made before uninterrupted transporta- 
tion could be had. The case of the Man- 
chester canal shows that practical men con- 
sider millions well invested to extend 
water transportation for u few miles and 
proportionately to reduce that by land. 
But we shall seek In vain for any Inst mice 
of money being expended to substitute 
laud for water transportation. Had the 
Island a population of one or two millions. 
It might be possible to build up some kind 
of a local argument for a bridge. But, of 
course, there Is no outlook of that kind.

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BRIDGING SEYMOUR NARROWS.

Victoria from time to time have been dls- 
cussing the scheme of bridging .Seymour 
Narrows, so as to make direct and' unin- 
terrupted communication between the 
Mainland and Vancouver Island. While

OBITUARY. 

The death occurred at Langley 
Prairie on Tuesday night of Brazil 
Brosseau, wlro was probably one of 
the oldest pioneers In British Colum- 
bia, having lived at the historic Hud- 
son Bay Company's fort at Langley 
long before the famous gold rush to 
the Fraser River in 18!i8. He had 
been (12 years in British Columbia. 

Brosseau was an old servant of the 
company, having been practically born 
In its service, as his father was work- 
ing for the company at the time, and 
he first saw the light of day within 
the walls of the rude fort which still 
stands on Fort Hill at Langley. As 
soon as he was able to work he took a 
commission from the ancient trading- 
company and continued In Its service 
until 1894, when the company dis- 
posed of Us branch at Langley. 

Brosseau retired In 1894, and had 
been living since that time with Ills 
family on the old homestead at Lang- 
ley Prairie, adjoining the old Hudson 
Bay Company farm, which has long- 
since been divided and sold. He leaves 
several grown-up sons and daughters.

The council of the board of trade 
met yesterday evening at 5 o'clock to 
consider the request of a member that 
a special general meeting be called to 
afford members an opportunity to ex- 
press their views on the proposed 
change in the Pugct Sound steamship 
service. After various phases relat- 
ing to the subject had been discussed 
It was resolved that a special meeting 
of the memoers be called for Monday 
evening next, commencing at 8 o'clock. 
Besides the question of the Sound 
service, it is most probable that the 
meeting will take Into consideration 
the great need of more adequate 
means of saving life and vessels in 
distress along the shores of the west 
coast of Vancouver Island. 

T. M. Henderson then produced a 
dipping from the Vancouver Prov- 
ince of Wednesday, purporting to be a 
special service from that paper's Vic- 
I torla correspondent, as follows: 

"The scene on the beach today near 
the locality of the wreck is reported 
from Carmanah and Cape Beale to be 
desolate and sickening in the extreme. 

"The gale - riven, weather - eroded, 
rocky coast line in being continually 
battered by long, angry-rolling waves, 
the surf running 10, 15 and even 25 
feet high In many places, while where 
the barren rocky cliffs drop straight 
Into the- terrible sea the waters are 
splashing and pounding themselves 
into white spume. 

"In these angry waters are the 
bodies of many of those lost in the 
wreck. 

"Patrolling the beaches are many 
men who are weathering the storm In 
efforts to gather In the bodies cast up 
by the sea. When a body is sighted 
, pounding In the surf it is watched, 
j and when opportunity offers it Is 
pulled from the reach of the waters 
and deposited out of range of the high 
tides. 

''For miles the beaches here and 
there constitute a long succession of 
open graveyards, being dotted above 
the water line with the remains of 
men, women and children which have 
so far been recovered. This morn- 
ing so many bodies were thrown up 
that it was impossible to do more 
than haul them to places of safety. 

"Many bodies have heen so terribly 
pounded and bruised by contact with 
the rocks that Identification may be 
dlfllcult even if such were possible. 

"In time as many bodies as are re- 
I covered will be taken to Victoria and 
laid out there in a large morgue, 
where relatives and friends may come 
for purposes of Identification. 

"In all the coast cities the shipping 
offices of the Pacific Coast Steamship 
Company are today besieged by anx- 
ious people. Many believe that they 
have relatives In the wreck, and 
others fear for the safety of their 
friends. 

"Early this morning it was gener- 
ally supposed that there was some 
chance for the people who remained 
on Uie vessel yesterday, but when at 
noon it became known all over the 
eoast that but 15 people constituted 
the total of those saved, many heart- 
rending scenes occurred at the ship- 
ping offices In Vancouver, Victoria, 
Seattle, Taeoma, Bellinghain, Portland, 
San Francisco and other towns in 
California." 

The reading of the "special" caused 
those present to express the most In- 
tense Indignation of the author and 
the paper that printed it. especially in 
view of the pitiful anxiety of relatives 
and friends of those who were passen- 
gers or members of the crew of the 
lost Valencia, that such flagrant mis- 
representation should be allowed pub- 
lication In any reputable newspaper. 
In this connection the secretary was 
instructed to write the proprietor of 
the Province, expressing the board's 
strong disapproval of the story.

ONTARIO LIBERALS. 

Ottawa Journal. 

Mr. Georgre Grant, M. P. for North 
Ontario, ami a Liberal whip for On- 
tario, la in tlie city, and is carrying 
with him a stroiifr protest against tlie 
present Liberal administration. He 
claims that tbe Ontario Liberals are 
I anything but .satisfied with the present 
cabinet, and states that there are at 
least eighteen of them ready to break 
Willi the government unless matters 
are arranged more to their satisfac- 
tion; Mr. Grant staled frankly that 
tbe old Liberalism bad been lost sight 
or, and a new element had entered to 
the domination "of which the Ontario 
Liberals, or at least a section of them 
would not. longer submit. He made 
his statements frankly and deliberately 
and although be confined himself to 
rather general statements most of the 
time when being Interviewed, he was 
finite emphatic In declaring that a 
great deal of dissatisfaction existed in 
the Liberal ranks of Ontario, some of 
whom were ready to break with the 
party. He claimed for one thing that 
the government was deliberately hold- 
ing back Ihe session in order that the 
country .should forget the representa- 
tions made lo the tariff commissioners 
he frankly stated, "are very much dlsj- 
I11 order to raise the wall of protec- 
tion 
net 



Is that there are old men administer- 
ing departments, such as customs, etc. 
The only members of the cabinet from 
Ontario in whom we have confidence 
are Aylesworth and Hyman. I am 
speaking us Liberal whip for Ontario 
in making the statement that the only 
ones we recognize as worthy of our 
confidence are Aylesworth and Hy- 
man." 

Again, In speaking of tlie cabinet, 
Mr. Grant said: "The Liberal members 
are becoming tired of tip-toeing into 
ministers' rooms," and of the dissatis- 
faction In general he said that "a radi- 
cal section of the Liberal party com- 
manding a larger support In the House 
of Commomr'than Is generally suppos- 
ed, is prepared to act, and act soon, 
against present conditions." Further 
he claimed, "There are eighteen Lib- 
eral members from Ontario prepared to 
act in an independent attitude during 
the coming session." 

On the tariff question Mr. Grant was 
equally outspoken. " The govern- 
ment," he said, "is Inclined to yield to 
the strong representations of tlie high 
tariff Interests. It Is for this the com- 
ing session is being held back, in or- 
der that the peoelc may forget tho re- 
presentations now being made. I 
speak 'not only for my own county, but 
for the rural population of Ontario, 
when I say that we shall resist to the 
utmost any advance In the tariff." 

Tlie member for North Ontario said 
that If the government proposed this 
he for one would vote in opposition to 
It. 

The Ontario Liberal members had 
not been satisfied with the way the 
G. T. P.| project had been handled. 
Mr. Grant expressed also their want of 
confidence In Hon. Chas. Fitzpatrlck, 
whom they considered to inltuence the 
actions of the chairman of tlie Trans- 
continental Railway Commission. 

Tills chairman, Mr. S. N. Parent, 
was a law partner of Mr. Kltspatrick 
and "Is entirely," said Mr. Grant, "at 
the bidding of Hon. Charles Fitzpat- 
rlck, and the Ontario Liberals fear 
that there will be certain arrange- 
ments regarding the G. T. P. made 
which will not redound to the credit 
of tlie country." He said that the con- 
tracts would be let for the construc- 
tion of the section east of Winnipeg 
within forty-eight hours, and he was 
doubtful as to whether they would be 
let in the best Interests of the coun- 
try. 

Mr. Grant slated most emphatically 
that there was a large section of On- 
tario Liberals dissatisfied with tbe 
present government regarding the 
composition of the cabinet, its inten- 
tions regarding the tariff, the domina- 
tion of ar; element In it over tlie old 
Liberalism, and' its handling tif the 
O. T. P. 

"Ontario Liberalism is on the ex- 
pectant for something to happen," he 
claimed. "We are not going to be dom- 
inated by the new element' in the 
Liberal party, as has been the case." 

MR. HAMAR GREENWOOD. 

Montreal Daily Herald. 

Hamar Greenwood, Liberal member- 
elect for York, England, was born at 
Whitby, Ontario. Ills father, a well 
known barrister, was by birth an Eng- 



lishman. Ills mother, descendant of a 
long line of Canadian ancestors, the 
first of whom, a British soldier, lived 
in the United States until that country 
became a republic, and then, with 
thousands of others, settled In Can- 
ada in order to live and die under the 
old Union Jack. 

Mr. Greenwood was educated at the 
public school and collegiate institute of 
his own town and received ills B. A. 
at Toronto University in 1895. While 
al the university he made his ciame 
as a speaker and a cricketer. Early 
in life he joined the Canadian active 
militia and remained an officer of that 
service until he took up his residence 
in- England. He qualified for his 
commission at tho Royal Military 
School, Toronto, then and 'now under 
tho command of General Otter, the 
hero of Paardeberg. 

After the manner of self-governing 
colonies he can ride, row, and shoot. 
On going to England in 1005, Mr. 
Greenwood took a'n active part In poli- 
tical affairs and naturally became an 
enthusiastic Liberal and a vigorous op- 
ponent to the conservatism of the home 
land. England wants "Canadlanlzing" 
in his opinion in her domestic policy. 

In the election of 1900, lie was in- 
vited to become the candidate for 
Grimsby but declined. 'However, no 
one took a more active part In oppos- 
ing the return of the government than 
he did. ' In February, 1903, lie received 
a unanimous Invitation from the 
York Liberals to light for the seat so 
long held by the late Sir Frank Lock- 
wood. Ho Is a member of the Eighty 
Club and of the National Liberal Club. 

Mr. Greenwood was one of the foun- 
ders, and he Is now one of the captains 
of the King's Colonials, imperial yeo- 
manry, formed in 1902 under tlie honor- 
ary colonelcy of the Prince of Wales. 
This notable regiment is composed 
from all parts of His Majesty's broad 
domains, and in its conception and per- 
sonnel Is unique in the world's- history, 
ft typifies 'the unity of tlie Empire uti- 
der the King. He is also one of the 
founders, and the incoming president of 
the Canadian Society in London. 

Mr. Greenwood is a member of ' I 
Gray's Inn; is six feet of athletic 
build, a bachelor, and 35 years of age

THE COMING OF THE TURBINE. 

During the year"; says Engineering, 
seven vessels wore jaunclied in this 
country and s.ubseanoiitly liltetl with 
turbines, the total power of these seven 
■vessels being approximately 70,000 in- 
dicated horsepower. In the previous 
year there were thirteen vessels, total- 
ing bemve'et 70,000 and SO, 000 indicated 
horsepower; but tile most signilicatn fact 
is the decision of the admiralty to fit 
this system in everyone of the ships or- 
dered this year — ;x hii 1 1 lesliip, three ar- 
mored cruisers, five sen -going destroyers, 
and twelve .cotista] destroyers. One 
after another of the owners of the 
Channel services have adopted the sys- 
tem, finding il upt only more ellicient 
from tho point of view of speed, but 
"lore o. imical in steam anil coal con- 
sumption. It is not therefore, surpris- 
ing that, taking this country alone, the 
Parsons .system has been adopted lor 
over 700.000 idieated horsepower. Il is 
lo the credit, loo, of bur engineers that 
in this respect illiey luive been pioneers 
of the system, since only 'about lialf-n 
dozen vessels — all of the more or loss ex- 
perimental type — have thus far linen 
ordered from foreign works. Another 
department of marine eugincenig in 
which there is a decided progressive 
slop is, continues Engineering, in the (it- 
ling of internal-combustion engines for 
propulsion. A large number of launch- 
es with petrol motors are included; but 
more significant is the tidontion of coal- 
gas producers and gas engines in a .Hiiial! 
vessel on the Thames; and; and more 
intnortant dill Is the manufacture of tu 
500-brake horsepower sei for a coast- 
ing steamer. This work is being prose- 
cuted with it characteristic courage by 
Mr. William Board more, of tho Dalmuir 
Works. — Engineering.

A YEAR'S SHIPBUILDING. 

Xn analysis of the 180 odd returns re- 
ceived by Engineering from shipbuilding 
and marine engineering firms in the 
kingdom shows t his first important fact, 
that (lie production-of new shipping, in- 
cluding llifili vessels of ali sizes nnd 
typos, from the huge leviathan of ^2,721 
tons gross register to tiny river craft, 
and from tho great battleship to thfe 
submarine bout, makes up n total of 
1,824,750 tons. This aggregate, contin- 
ues Engineering, is the largest ever re- 
corded, being 11, 000 ions greater than 
the previous maximum — the output of 
1001 — and 21 per cent, above llie aver- 
age for tho past: ten years. Upon the 
output of the two immediately preceding 
years the increase is about -100,000 tons 
— equal to US per cent.; so that it may 
he assumed that for every four men con- 
tinuously employer in 1004 and 1903 
there wore live engaged in 1905. The 
explanation for this increase ts to be 
found first in the fact that at the close 
of 100-1 prices for ships were nt their 
lowest, the rale for first-class general 
cargo carrying steamers being on the 
basis of between £5 and £5 10s. per 
dead-weight carrying capacity. Il was 
tlicn thought that the Ilusso-.Tapnnoso 
war must soon terminate, and that 
peace would not only bring a great de- 
mand for tonnnge for use in the far 
eastern trade, but a Bllip generally to 
international trade. As a consequence, 
there was a wide disposition to take ad- 
vantage of the minimum prices, and 
there followed a great demand for new 
tonnage. Part of it was speculative, 
builders being induced to accept pay- 
ment nt a distant date because they had 
few orders on their books. Much was 
for replacing obsolete ships. Aplant 
from the coal consumption economy of 
til o modern Steamer there bus been il 
steady improvement in cargo arrange- 
ments. There is, however, a suspicion 
that the demand haf been in excess of 
tho requirements. Prices have advanc- 
ed; ships in the later autumn could only 
he placed at from £0 10s. to £0 12s. lid. 
per ton of deadweight carrying capacity 
— nn increase of about 20 per cent, in 
the year, principally because wages nnd 
'materials had advanced. Steel sliii>- 
piates; for instance, hud gone up from 
£5 17s. (id. to £7 2s. fid., n rise of RO 
per cent. Now. however, owners who 
ordered steamers on speculation are wili- 
nt least ing to sell til £0 per ton, so that 
they til least fear the boom is over, and 
lite tonnage available, or "in sight" in 
excess of the requirements. A second 
reason for the great demand is thje- 
large amount of tonnage ordered by Tor- 
eign nations. Not since 1!H)() has tlie 
percentage of foreign tonnnge to the 
total been so high — it is 21.1 per cent, 
of the total output — and. as shown in 
Kngineerius. Germany, Norway, Swe- 
den, and Holland have materially in- 
creased their Meet from British yards as 
well as from t'lieir own works. The 
total merchant tonnage launched 1 is 
1,004,000. This is -100,000 tons more 
than in the previous year, nnd 01.000 
more tlittn in the year which formerly 
established a record. The recent im- 
provement has been experienced mostly 
on the Clyde, the Tyne, and the Wear. 
Only one sailing ship wits constructed; 
this was the Archibald Russell, of 
2120 tons, n four-mnstod bark, construc- 
ted by the Scotts' Shipbuilding nnd En- 
gineering Company, of Greenock, — En- 
gineering.

The board of health, consisting of 
the whole council, under the chairman- 
ship of Mayor Morley, sat at 8 o'clock 
Thursday evening, and after the read- 
ing of the minutes presented their 
report, as follows: 

Victoria, Dee. 31, 100,1. 
To the Board of Health: 

Gentlemen — I have the honor to submit 
my annual report for the.. year l!Xl."). Ill 
doing so, 1 Wish to say thai It Is a source 
of great pleasure to this department to 
state that the general health of the city 
appears to bo still Improving, If one Is to 
judge by the records of the department, 
and It would secia that In the not distant 
future the city will be almost entirely free 
from Infectious ami zymotic diseases, If 
the Improvements In drainage and sanita- 
tion keep pace with our growth as a City. 

As shown below, the number of cases of 
diphtheria In Iboo was Identical with that 
of l'.WI, viz., 18: but this year there Were 
Uo deaths therefrom. A slight. Increase Is, 
however, noticeable In scarlet fever eases, 
though with only one fatal termination. 
Of this malady there were 50 cases. 

These results have been due la a not 
unimportant measure to the causes noted 
la my former report. 

The continued extension of the admirable 
system of sanitation Inaugurated In this 
city a few vears ago has tlds year provid- 
ed drainage' ami sewerage in districts hith- 
erto unprotected In this respect; end the 
result has been, as previously pointed out, 
a marked decrease In the number of ex- 
anthemata from the districts la qnvBtlon. 

Sewerage construction In 11)05 comprised 
only one and one half miles; hut as sewers 
were laid in districts where much beneltt 
resulted, their construction was of Impor- 
tance.

On previous occasions I have urged that 
a scale of fees be adopted for this Institu- 
tion, hut as yet no actlpil has been taken. 
The present regulations are unsatisfac- 
tory, Inasmuch as there being 110 fees set 
the Officials have nothing to guide them In 
charging those who are quite able and 
willing to pay, and much revenue Is thus 
lost to the city. With a proper scale lu 
force the hospital would lu time become 
practically self-supporting, or, If not, at 
least maintenance charges ami cost of 
needed Improvements would be mot. Many 
of these availing themselves of the facil- 
ities of thi' hospital are idde and willing 
to pay (and these form the majority), and 
delay In fixing the scale of fees Is simply 
to lose a revenue that can be bad for the 
asking. 

Bubonic Plague. —This scourge has not 
yet made its appearance lu Victoria.
